Ergo, Chriftian Princes ought to expell contrarie 
worſhippers, > torepreſſe Idolatrie in like manner. 

The propoſition is manifeſt, for whatſocuer is 
written,is written for ourinſtruction, 

The aſſumption is proued by induction : Aſa 
brake downe the altars and images of ſtraunge 
Gods,2.Chron.14.3./choſhaphatremoued the high 
placesand groues,2.Chron.17.6.1o{jah put downe 
the Chemarims, that were Idolatrous Prieſts, 2. 
King.23.5. Iacob would not ſuffer Idolatrie to be 
committed in his houſe, butburied all theImages 
vnderan Oke, Genelſ.z5.5. All which were com- 
mended for ſo doing.

Whatſoeuer is diſcommended in other Kings,is to be 
eſchewed of Chriſtian Princes. 
T oleration of contrarie worſhippers and permiſcion of 
Idolatrie is diſcommended in other Kings.

The aſſumption is proued by the examples of 
ſuch Kings as had not taken away the high places, 
as Ichoaſh,2.King.12.3.and Azariah,z.King.15.4.

Ergo, Toleration of two contrarie religions & vn- 
awfull. 

The propoſition is cleare out of the words of 
Eliah, How long will ye halt betweene two opinions ? 1 
the Lord be God, follow him : But if Baal be, goe after 
him,r.King.18.21.Andalſo out of Zephan.1.5.1wil 
ſtretch out mine hand vpon them that worſhip & ſweare 
by the Lord,and ſweare by Malcham. 

The Aſſumption is manifeſt, for whoſocuer 
cauſeth another to ſinne, is ſaid to commit that ſin 
himſelfe ; ſo Davidis ſaid to murder 7riah. 

V. REASON. 

T hat which would be a meanes to obdurate and hay- 
den Papiſts in their ſuperſiition,is to be auoyded. 

T oleration of their religion, is a meanes to harden 
them, whereas otherwiſe there might be hope of 
them,e7c. 

Ergo,T #leration of Popiſh religion is to be amoyded.

For he hath cuer hitherunto 
conſtantly profeſſed the Goſpellz and now 
enioyeth a kingdome whereinthe Goſpell is 
eſtabliſhed ; beſides that the gloric of a King 
proceedeth from intertaining ſuch conſtitu- 
tions and decrees in religion, as God him- 
ſelfe hath enacted and deliuercd. 

Ergo,T oleration is not to be admitted.

Whatſoener is not for his Maieſties ſaftie, nor for the 
ſafetie of his kingdome, that is not tobe admitted. 
T oleration of Papiſts is not for his Maieſties ſafetie, 
nor for the ſafetie of his kingdome , becaule it is 
impoſſible for Papiſts to be loyall ſubieRs to 
any Proteſtant Prince, as hath been often de. 


clared before.
